written  notation  implied  that  this  disclosure  in  1^9/^^  j 
teas  a  tip-off  which  resulted  in  a  CIA  operation  "Berg'^U 
affdir"  being  disclosed  with  unpleasant  results  for  ^ 
many  people.  The  "Berg  affair"  was  publicized  about  a 
year  ago  by  the  Communists  in  Poland  as  a  network  of 
Polish  spies  financed  by  Americans,
